W ashington.— It is apparent that a 
feeling is growing rapidly in W ashing­ 
ton circles where influence most counts 
that congress may he asked, after a 
proper m anner of asking, that w ar be 
declared against Austria, Bulgarin anti 
Turkey. 
Perhaps congress need not 
he asked. 
The president, some legal 
authorities think, can order Germany 
tti be struck through her allies. 
It Is fair to say that m ilitary author­ 
ity In Washington seems to feel the 
United States will not have os much 
Influence as It ought to have at the 
war conference with the allied powers 
unless 
It 
shnll 
declare 
hostilities 
against the three countries named. 
The thought seems to run along Hues 
like th e s e ; 
Edw ard M. House. Gen. 
Tasker II. Bliss and the other Ameri­ 
cans will have only a small part In the 
formtflatlon of a complete plan of mil­ 
itary 
campaign 
unless 
the 
United 
States shall put Itself In ft position to 
make the great campaign a telling one, 
and this some of the m ilitary experts 
believe, will be possible only lf this 
country shall take a direct hand in the 
fighting against the Austrian, the P.ul- 
gitrian and the Turk. 
As the thing seems to he viewed by 
military mep of reputation here, the 
war can be brought to h com parative­ 
ly quick conclusion only by adopting 
dovetailed plans and making a eon* 
leased effort. 
This is believed to be 
Impossible unless the United States 
soon shall change Its benignant aspect 
toward the Austrians, the Bulgarians 
and the Turks. It Is pretty well known 
in Washington that the representatives 
of tin* allies have been unable to un­ 
der Bind why th*- United States te not 
willing to punch G erm any’s partners. 
As Much Enemies ax Germany. 
As the thought runs here, since Pres­ 
ident 
Wilson bus declared 
that 
the 
world must be 
m ade 
safe 
for 
de­ 
mocracy It would seem to be bls In­ 
tention to ask congress for Hie means 
of making democracy safe in the world 
and these m eans nro declarations of 
w ar against rite three powers which 
In reality 
are 
fighting 
the 
United 
States Just as much uh they are fight­ 
ing for Germany, for they are fighting 
the allies whom Uncle Sam Is striving 
to help, and the harder they fight these 
lilies, tile greater must be the t>IT**rI of 
the United States to overcome their 
offensives. 
It Is virtually Impossible to find out 
definitely why there as yet has been 
little or no dlsjmsltlon to force conclu­ 
sions with Austria, Turkey and Bul­ 
garia. 
Diplomacy of some kind or 
other is said to be ut the bottom <»f the 
tlt'ng. 
"The United States does not want 
to become embroiled In the B alkan-; 
It has no real grievance against Aus­ 
trian and Bulgarin.” and "The Turks 
have not given us an ex cfi si* for m ak­ 
ing w ar on them." 
These are some of 
tin* things which arc advanced as nu 
excuse for the present position of the 
United States In ttiis great war for 
democracy. 
As lh** case Is presented by mint; ry 
men who have made a study of it and 
who really** that a w ar to be fought 
must he fought, there is little or no 
chance of ending the conflict soon un­ 
less all the dem ocratic parties to it 
fight together against the autocratic 
parties to It. 
Further. It is said that 
no great strategist would attem pt to 
draw a plan for th** pushing of the 
war to a swift conclusion unless he 
c*mld make one of the solving fac­ 
tors in the rase th** service of the 
United States against jill the |wiwer* 
now allied with Germany. 
Should Fight on All Front*. 
Tile fiositlon of the United States 
today Is held by many In Washington 
to he such as to prevent the carrying 
out of any great plan of campaign. It 
Is said in places 
that 
the 
United 
States can use Its men on the western 
front against Germany, and thereby 
force a decision on that front. 
Mili­ 
tary men in the main do not think It 
Is certain that this ran he don*'. 
At 
any rate. they say It would take a 
much longer time to do It this way 
than it would if an all embracing plan 
were adopted and the United Slates 
were to help In all quarters after a 
formal 
declaration 
of 
hostilities 
against all Its enemies, for It Is held 
that Austria. Bulgaria 
and 
Turkey, 
equally with Germany, are enemies of 
the United States, 
it is predicted in W ashington that
